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AUDITED PAID CIRCULATION 


This week for the first time the masthead of The Chronicle 
carries a new insignia, the letters ABC in a five sided frame, which 
bears the same relationship to periodicals as the word sterling does 
to silver. It signifies that we have become a member of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations, a cooperative association of about 3500 pub- 
lishers of magazines and periodicals and of advertisers and advertis- 
ing agencies. In the periodical business it is essential that publishers, 
advertisers and readers should have accurate figures as to how much 
circulation, how it was obtained and where it goes. In determining 
the importance and influence of a publication we want to know the 
number of subscribers and whether they pay cash for it; a publication 
which is given away or received as an adjunct of membership necess- 
arily has a lesser standing than one for which readers pay out hard 
earned dollars. Futhermore we want to know where the publication 
goes so that editors and advertisers can determine just what the 
audience is and how best to reach it, 

The insignia is surrounded by the words Audited Paid Circula- 
tion. In order to become a member of the Association the circulation 
records of a publication must be kept for a prescribed period on forms 
calling for complete and detailed figures. These figures must be sub- 
stantiated fully by supporting evidence such as signed subscription 
blanks and check deposits. After these requirements have been ful- 
filled the auditors of the association examine the books and records 
of the publication and report. If the publication is then elected to 
membership the report and the circulation figures it contains are made 
available to all members of the association and particularly to the 
publication itself for the benefit of the editorial staff, of readers and 
of advertisers, present and prospective. The ABC figures are accept- 
ed without question throughout the industry. They show that as of 
December 28th the net paid circulation of The Chronicle was 6,233. 

This example of self regulation has an interesting parallel in the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau set up by the association of 
race track management organizations known as the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, Inc. The TRPB over a 
period of years by policing racing has established public confidence in 
the sport to an extent quite comparable to the confidence reposed in 


ABC reports. , xe 
The Chronicle derives about two thirds of its income from adver- 
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tising and the remaining third 
from circulation, Many of the 
horse activities which we report 
do not and cannot have any rela- 
tionship to advertising, however, 
while many more can have only 
a limited relationship. For all of 
these reasons it is essential that 
we should have available accur- 
ate figures and information as to 
our present circulation. And it is 
equally essential that in future 
our circulation should be marked- 
ly increased so that The Chronicle 
may realize its full usefullness to 
the world of horses which it 
serves.

When Columbus was looking for a 
short way to the East Indies, he bumped 
into an outpost of the American contin- 
ent. Had he not done so — had his en- 
terprise failed — another century would 
have rolled by, in all probability, before 
another navigator dared the terrors of 
the unknown seas. 

This would have set back racing in 
New Jersey 100 years, and Garden State 
Park would have had to wait until 2042 
to come into existence. 

To anyone who has enjoyed the sport 
at the Camden track, such a situation is 
too awful to contemplate. 

Horsemen favor the generous purses, 
and customers like the comfortable seats 
and appreciate the eagerness of the man- 
agement to please. 

So racing owes quite a bit to the dis- 
coverer of this land and should have 
representatives in the parade come next 
September. 

Now, just as Columbus pulled a bloom- 
er, which turned out better than the 
original idea, so did a lady at Pimlico 
after the Preakness. 

Of course, she didn’t actually pull a 
bloomer in the technical sense, but she 
got a little mixed up with regard to the 
name of a horse and might have hung 
a tag on him that will stick. 

This lady is a singer so with her the 
words don’t matter too much, so long as 
she’s on key. 

It was very easy to make the mistake 
of calling the Preakness winner Fabu- 
lous, instead of Fabius. 

It is but another step to combine the 
adjective and the noun and, if he wins 
the Belmont Stakes, a dozen stories will 
start out “Fabulous Fabius sped to a 
score.” 

It’s a little early to be calling him 
“fabulous”, maybe, though he has the 
Derby Trial, The Preakness and the 
Jersey Stakes (May 26) in the bag, and 
he is a son of Citation, so he is on the 
way. 

Also, he has Jimmy Jones managing 
him, and a horse that wishes to become 
fabulous couldn’t put himself in better 
hands. 

A lot depends upon how things go in 
the Belmont. 

His work in the Jersey Stakes was all 
that could be desired. Going out as the 
odds-on choice (4 to 5) he gave eight 
pounds to five members of his oppostiion 
and 15 to each of the other four (and if 
that doesn’t add up to ten horses my 
figures are off somewhere).

He never was very far back. Breaking 
fourth, he held that position for half a 
mile, while Mr. Patrick, Lawless and 
Kingmaker sprinted along in front. 

With five-eighths to go, Fabius was 
only a head back of Mr. Patrick. Lawless 
was losing interest, but Kingmaker con- 
tinued to hold on. 

Mr. Patrick began to fade coming a- 
round the last bend and Fabius was on 
top as he straightened away for home. 

Kingmaker (39.30 to 1) showed he was 
not through and moved up a bit in the 
charge through the stretch. At this point, 
some patrons sensed the possibility of a 
big upset, which shows that you can’t 
trust your senses; Fabius had the thing 
put away. 

He won by two lengths over King- 
maker.

Hartack rode Fabius — perfectly — 
and collected $4,470, presuming he re- 
ceived ten per cent of the winner’s 
share, $44,700. 

The purse put Fabius over the $200,- 
000 mark. His total is $207,465. He has 
earned $189,750 this year. 

Besides his victories, he has been sec- 
ond in the Derby and third in the Fla- 
mingo and Fountain of Youth. 

Bred by Calumet Farm (Mrs. Gene 
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Markey) he is by Citation, from the 
*Royal Minstrel mare, Shameen. 
Jimmy Jones trains him. 


Glenelg Stable’s Roommate at 7 to 1 
whipped Gerald F. Strickland’s Balak- 
lava II (7 to 10) by half a length to regi- 
ster in the five - furlong Cherry Hill 
Stakes at Garden State on May 23. 

It was the colt’s third start and second 
win. 

After leading most of the way, the 
winner hung on well, under Hartack, to 
register by half a length. 

Burma Charm and Our Guest took the 
other two money positions in the order 
mentioned. 

The race was worth $9,450 to Mrs. A. 
Fowler, proprietress of Glenelg Stable 
and breeder of Roommate. 

The colt is by Casemate — Spangled, 
by Menow. 

Bobby Dotter is his trainer. 

Hartack won five that afternoon.

King Commander Wins The Belmont 
International Steeplechase Handily

Coming up to the twelfth and final 
jump in the 59th running of The Inter- 
national Steeplechase, King Commander 
led his field by five lengths, and after 
clearing the obstacle in stride, and no 
serious challenge imminent, Paddy 
Smithwick kept an easy hold of the sev- 
en-year-old Troiano gelding, but King 
Commander would have none of it. Eith- 
er through habit, or just for the sheer 
pleasure of running, he came down the 
stretch in full stride to the plaudits of 
the crowd which had backed him down 
to 1 to 2, and crossed under the wire 
seven lengths in front of Cap-A-Pie. It 
was about three lengths further back to 
Hyvania, with Curly Joe, a stablemate of 
the winner, picking up “carrot money” 
in the fourth spot. 

As a contest, the International left 
something to be desired for the “King” 
went to the top shortly after the break 
and from then on saw little but the turf 
and the jumps of beautiful Belmont. 


Carrying his 160 lb. assignment as a mere 
feather, the “king” raced along with his

for the two miles, a little more than 4 
seconds off the course mark, but excel- 
lent time for Belmont in the spring when 
the turf is still on the soft side 

In the winners circle after the race, 
L. R. Troiano, together with trainer and 
co-owner Michael G. Walsh, accompanied 
by their wives, accepted the trophy 
from Colonel Frank Appleton. Some 
minutes later, in the bookkeeping office, 
a credit went to their account in the a- 
mount of $7,750 plus $500 for fourth 
money. 

Earlier in the week, Mrs. Cortright 
Wetherell, just home from an extended 
visit abroad, was on hand to see a thor- 
oughly exciting renewal of the Spring 
Maiden Steeplechase, and a brilliant per- 
formance by her Prince Regent, which 
a scant ten days ago, was destined for 
an extended rest by the vets. Ridden by 
the French rider, Daniel Delaunay, 
Prince Regent, the top hurdler of 1955, 
made his debut over brush in the man- 
ner of which dreams are made of. Racing 
with the pace all the way, he briefly

deceptively long fast stride, fenced well 
at most of his jumps to turn in one of 
the very fine performances in his bril- 
liant career. A week previously, he had 
tried in the stretch run under a similar 
weight impost, but that race was his first 
since injuries sidelined him in the fall 
of 1955. 

Montpelier’s Cap-A-Pie, in receipt of 
20 Ibs., from the winner lay in second 
place most of the way, and under Albert 
Foot, made a game challenge around the 
final turn. Brushing deeply in the fence 
at this point, Cap-A-Pie lost a little 
ground, but this had no effect on fie re- 
sult, for he was outclassed by the win- 
ner, and in no serious danger from Hy- 
vania, which ran something less than 
he is capable of, despite his weight of 
150 lbs. It was seven lengths away to 
Curly Joe, with His Boots and Carthage 
completing the field. The latter two 
were never in serious contention in the 
closing stages of the race. 

As is so often the case with King Com- 
mander, his deceptive stride belied the 
actual time, which in this case was 3:4344 


got the lead on the far side, then was 
displaced by Khumbaba, meeting the 
final jump a whisker behind that one, 
and then displaying gameness in the 
run-in on the flat, bested that one by 
three quarters of a length. In doing so, 
he hung up the time of 3:43, best time 
of the meeting thus far for the two mile 
steeplechase distance. 

The seventeenth running of this “Fu- 
turity” for brush horses was a good one. 
Eleven horses paraded postward, and 
almost every one had some claim to a 
chance based on previous performance. 
Jumping faults took a toll early how- 
ever. Worthy Effort fell at the second 
fence, and Ares, a good winner at Mid- 
dleburg, made mistakes, including a 
serious one at the water where he drop- 
ped his hind legs in. At the ninth fence, 
Corkage, while running well, came a 
cropper, and Kabyle went over the top 
of him. Meanwhile, a tight knot of hors- 
es had alternated in setting a hot pace. 
The winner, Khumbaba, Landscaping and 
Basilia were most prominent, and two 
fences from home, it was still anybodys 


race. Around the final turn, Albert Foot 
on Khumbaha loomed up as the horse to 
beat, but a bobble at the eleventh 
brought Prince Regent closer, and the 
final decision came up in the stretch run. 
Third place behind Prince Regent and 
Khumbaba, went to Basilia, which bested 
the favored Landscaping by a length. 
Ring o’Roses which won an overnight 
race during the first week was a distant 
fifth, and only finished that well because 
of the elimination of Corkage and Ka- 
byle at the ninth fence. 


The second week opened with a twelve 
horse field of hurdlers competing at the 
mile and a half distance, but midway 
through the race, it was just a question 
of how much, when Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Policeman Day surged to the front des- 
pite a desperate effort of his rider Jim- 
my Murphy to rate him. Coming down 
the stretch, Murphy looked over his 
shoulder on each side, and with a snug 
hold on him, crossed under the wire by 
four and a half lengths. The big strid- 
ing bay went on by the stands and almost 
around to the far side again before Mur- 
phy got him turned around. A first time 
starter, John M. Schiff’s Tarboots was 
the runner-up, a_ three-year-old, which 
gives promise of developing into one of 
the best of his age. His stablemate, Nas- 
sau Derby was third some ten lengths 
further back, a length in front of Gallic 
Chief. 


Policeman Day was a better than aver- 
age flat horse, and was turned over to 
Sidney Watters, Jr., to make into a jump- 
er. A bit on the rank side, and green at 
his fences, Policeman Day could develop 
into a top flight fencer with more time 
and experience. Fashionably bred, he is 
a four-year-old by Challedon out of the 
Blue Larkspur mare, Blue Denim. 


_ The biggest upset of the meeting thus 
far, through the field, occurred on Wed- 
nesday when Eternal Son took the lead 
early in a mile and three quarter hurdle 
event, and stayed there to the end, scor- 
ing by six lengths under the apprentice 
Harry Hatcher. Winner of the Turf 
Writers a few years ago, the Mill River 
Stable color-bearer has run in condition 
races as well as claiming events. In fact 
he ran third to Antagonizer and Home- 
stake a week ago for $4,500. In the race 
under discussion, he left in his wake, 
Secant, a half brother of Nashua, Oneida, 
the 1955 winner of the Turf Writers 
and his stablemate, Colorado Prince, a 
highly thought of Irish import. These 
three finished behind the winner in the 
order named, and dominated the run-

Indicating a banner year for racing be- 
tween the flags, the spring session of 
hunt racing on the eastern seaboard was 
brought to a close with the 18th meeting 
of the Adjacent Hunts on Saturday, May 
26. Held on the grounds of the Blind 
Brook Turf and Polo Club, Purchase, N. 
Y., the one-day session was run for the 
benefit of the U. S. Equestrian Team par- 
ticipating in the XVI Olympiad. Operat- 
ing under license of the New York State 
Racing Commission, the day of excellent 
sport offered pari-mutuel wagering and 
a new high was registered when the es- 
timated group of some 5000 wagered a 
total of $78,581 on the 7 races. 

Mild weather prevailed and the spec- 
tators received a fillip to their day of 
racing when Randolph Rouse and TV 
star, Audrey Meadows, his bride of a 
few hours, arrived on the scene. With 
perfect timing, the bride and groom ar- 
rived just as Ricacho, the Rouse color- 
bearer, was being saddled for the 18th 
running of the featured Connecticut Cup. 

As if sensing the occasion, Ricacho 
performed like a storybook horse and 
led from start-to-finish in the 3 mile test 
over 17 timber fences. Excepting the re- 
moval of a top rail over the 7th obstacle, 
Ricacho responded beautifully to A. P. 
Paddy) Smithwick’s handling and went 
on to win by 5 lengths. Pressing, but un- 
able to close ground in the final stages, 
George T. Weymouth’s Star Salome fin- 
ished 2nd with her trainer-rider, Eugene 
Weymouth, in the saddle. Closing well 
under John Cotter, Mrs. Russell M. Arun- 
del’s Repose finished 3rd, while Bliss 
Flaccus’ *Gold Tar took 4th money, 8 
lengths behind. The latter was tiring 
after running 2nd to the eventual winner 
for 1% miles. Gillian, Capt. J. L. B. 
Bentley’s winner of the recent Virginia 
Gold Cup, fell over the 15th fence to be 
the only casuality in the small field of 
5 starters. Grover Stephens, rider-train- 
er, Was uninjured and walked away from 
the scene of the mishap. 

Covering the route over hard turf in 
6:00%5, Ricacho gained the first leg on 
the new challenge cup for his owner of 
three weeks. Appropriate, following the 
surprise wedding performed by the 
bride’s father, the Rev. Francis Meadows 
Cotter, the newlyweds received their 
first present when Mrs. Samuel F. Pryor, 
Jr., presented the silver trophies. 

The victory in the Connecticut Cup 
marked a double for jockey Smithwick 
and his brother D. M. (Mike) Smithwick, 
currently enjoying a successful season 
as a chase trainer. Earlier the pair team- 
ed up to win the Millbrook with Mrs. T. 
H. McKnight’s *Narcissus 2nd. Leading 
throughout the 1% mile test for maiden 
hurdlers, the 4-year-old gelding bred by 
the Queen of England scored by 3 
lengths. Closing well under Daniel De- 
Jaunay, the North Hill Farm’s Courtin’ 
Agan finished second, 142 lengths to the 
good of Miss Mary Rumsey’s Tall Mound. 

A field of 10 accepted the issue in the 
maiden event and spills were registered 
over the 7th hurdle when Mrs. M. G. 
Walsh’s odds-on favorite, Phoebe’s Girl, 
fell with Scott Riles. Tripped by the fall- 
en horse, Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Dancing 
Jay also came down with Thomas Carri- 





gan. Neither rider was injured. Display- 
ing a dislike for racing, Mrs. Charles C. 
Jelke’s Quick Now buck-jumped for 3 
fields of hurdles and was pulled up by 
Richard Gough. The winner was timed in 
2:5535 for the 142 miles over 9 hurdles. 

Chalking up his 4th victory of the sea- 
son and his second over hurdles, Major 
General Richard K. Mellon’s home-bred 
Chambourg turned back 6 competitors 
to win the Goldens Bridge Plate in an 
easy fashion. Going in a flawless man- 
ner, the 4-year-old *Rufigi—Lettone geld- 
ing led over the first hurdle by a % 
length over Allison Stern’s *Garfield. 
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Sidney Watters, Jr., covered the 1% 


miles and 10 hurdles in 3:17%s. 


Luring only 4 of the 12 original nom- 
inees, the featured hurdle handicap, 
the Adjacent Hunts Cup, fell to Alvin 
Untermyer’s Morpheus. Trained by Mrs. 
C. E. Adams and ridden by her son, F. D. 
(Dooley) Adams, Morpheus led through- 
out to cross under the wire 5 lengths in 
front of Polly Pep, Mrs. M. Troy Jones’ 
recent acquisition. Mrs. Vernon G. Car- 
dv’s Rebel Coat completed the field of 
finishers as Mrs. Simon T. Patterson’s 
Fox Blow hooked a large piece of brush 
out of the 10th hurdle and was brought 
down. His rider, Daniel Delaunay was 
not injured as he returned to win the 
next race with Mrs. A. A. Bigelow’s 
*Par Amour. 

Permitting Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Tippy 
Do to set the pace in the mile turf test, 
*Par Amour closed with a rush on the 
final turn and short stretch to come from 
4th position to 1st by 2% lengths at the 
finish. Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Indian Fire 
finished 2nd, a length in front of the

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Breeding Angles About Fabius

There are a host of breeding angles to 
the Preakness upset of Kentucky Derby 
winner Needles by Calumet Farm’s Fa 
bius, who had been second in the Louis- 
ville classic two weeks earlier. 

Needles’ second in the Baltimore clas- 
sic, of course, stilled his hopes of sweep- 
ing the “Triple Crown.” So it is ironic 
that the spoiler’s role should be assumed 
by a son of Citation, the last horse to 
have captured all three of the sophomore 
features: Derby, Preakness and Belmont. 

But Calumet seems to be bent on a 
sort of “sire Triple Crown.” The Lex- 
ington, Ky., racing and breeding estab- 
lishment, now owned by Mrs. Gene 
Markey, bred, raced and still owns both 
Citation and Needles’ sire, Ponder. 

Moreover, both colts belong to the 
first crop of their respective sires. 

In addition, they are bred much alike. 
Not only do both pedigrees represent to 
a considerable extent the standard 
though over-simplified pattern of stami- 
na on the sire’s side and speed on the 
dam’s, but some of the same names fig- 
ure in both pedigrees, albeit in different 
relationships. Both sires are grandsons 
of the great English stallion Hyperion, 
and both dams are great-granddaughters 
of the good English producer *Golden 
Harp. 

Needles’ sire, Ponder, is by Pensive, 
a son of Hyperion. Fabius’ sire, Citation, 
is out of *Hydroplane II, a daughter of 
Hyperion. 

Noodle Soup, dam of Needles, is out 
of Supromene, whose dam, *Melpomene, 
was a daughter of *Golden Harp. Sha- 
meen, dam of Fabius, is by *Royal Min- 
strel, whose dam, Harpsichord, was the 
most famous daughter of *Golden Harp. 

Citation is, of course, the best son of 
Bull Lea, the premiere American stallion 
of modern times. Bull Lea’s second best 
son is the veteran gelding Armed. And 
Fabius’ third dam is a full sister to the 
grandam of Armed. Indeed, it seems 
probable that the mating which produced 
Fabius, foaled April 6, ,1953, at Calumet, 
was designed to repeat this bloodlines 
combination responsible for Armed. 

On the same afternoon that Citation’s 
son was taking the Preakness, his daught- 
er Beyond was dead-heating for first 
place, incredibly with her own stable- 
mate Princess Turia, in the Acorn Stakes 
at Belmont Park. Calumet has won two 
stakes on the same day more than once 
before; but this is probably the first time 
any stable has had three stakes victors 
on the same day, and is certainly the 
first time that feat has been accomplish- 
ed in only two races. 

At the instant Fabius crossed the fin- 
ish line to give Calumet its fifth Preak- 
ness victory, his sire still held the finan- 
cial championship of the world with a 
total of $1,085,760. 

But an hour later at Garden State 
Park, Nashua led all the way to cop the 
Camden Handicap, whose purse gave him 
a grand total of $1,100,365. 

Money has never been a fair criterion 
of quality, especially in these days of 
rapidly swelling purses. With all due 
respect to Nashua, this reporter still 
considers Citation the best horse seen 
on American tracks since Man o’ War’s 
retirement. The first equine millionaire 
took 32 of his 45 starts; was second 10 
times, third twice and fifth once, under 
weights up to 132 pounds at distances 
from 4% furlongs to two miles. He set 


a new world record of 1:33%4 for a mile; 
and established or equaled track stand- 
ards of 1:494% for 1% miles at Arlington 
Park, and 2:024% at Tanforan (on a 
“good” track) and 2:03 at Garden State 
for 1% miles. After an injury that 
would have crippled many horses and 
that kept him out of action at four, he 
came back to enjoy two more successful 
seasons, although he never attained the 
heights of glory that had led him to 27 
victories in 29 starts at two and three. 
Among his major scores were the Bel- 
mont and Pimlico Futurities, Elemen- 
tary, Flamingo, Chesapeake, Derby Trial, 
Preakness, Jersey and Belmont Stakes, 
Kentucky and American Derbies, Pimli- 
co Special, Seminole, Everglades, Stars 
and Stripes, Sysonby, Tanforan, Golden 
Gate Mile, Century and American Handi- 
caps, Jockey Club, Empire City and Hol- 
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lywood Golds Cups. Immediately after 
the latter triumph, which put him over 
the $1,000,000 mark, he was retired. 

Fabius and Beyond are the second and 
third American stakes performers in Ci- 
tation’s first crop. His initial added-mon- 
ey scorer was Carmel, who captured last 
year’s Nursery Stakes. 

Citation has also gotten the English 
stakes tallier In Dispatches. 

J. O. Keene bred Shameen, Fabius’ 
dam. Her first foal, Invermark gelding 
Naval Base, captured 16 races and $54,- 
250; and placed in the 1947 Common- 
wealth Handicap. The mare’s next five 
offspring, in chronological order, were 
the Challedon mare Helene, a winner 
and producer; the War Admiral gelding 
Admiral Bill, a winner; the War Relic 
gelding BulkHead, a winner; the War 
Admiral colt War Sham, who placed; and 
the War Admiral colt Sham War, who 
failed to place and died early. 

In 1950, Calumet bought Shameen for 
$15,500 from the late Samuel D. Riddle. 
She was again in foal to War Admiral at

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Betting on Jumpers at 
Belmont on the Increase 


Evidence of the sharp increase in in- 
terest in steeplechasing is contained in 
betting figures for the first five days of 
jumping races at Belmont Park. An in- 
crease of $92,012 in wagers placed on 
‘chasers for the five days ending Friday, 
May 18, as compared with the same peri- 
od in 1955, substantiates other gains for 
the sport. 

Last year, $645,091 was wagered in 
steeplechasing events in the initial week 
at Belmont. This season the mutuel han- 
dle for the same period reached $737,103. 

Belmont’s opening week also under- 
scored again the consistency of jumping 
horses. In four of the five steeplechase 
races, the favorites finished either first 
or second. Favorites finished first in 
three of the races but one (Hyvania) was 
disqualified and placed second. 

The steeplechase comeback is also re- 
flected in the number of horses compet- 
ing. According to John E. Cooper, handi- 
capper for the up-and-over races at Bel- 
mont, there are 15 percent more steeple- 
chase horses quartered at Belmont this 
season than ever before.

Nashua — Citation — Exterminator 

Now that Nashua has become the 
world’s leading money winning horse, it 
would be very interesting to get Eddie 
Arcaro in a back room somewhere along 
with a tape recorder and see what he has 
to say about the relative merits of Cita- 
tion and Nashua. 

Eddie has ridden Citation and Nashua 
each in 14 major victories. Citation won 
$594,395 with Eddie aboard. Nashua and 
Arearo together have brought home 
$979,065. Incidentally, that’s a pretty 
good measure of the increased money 
value of purses available. or, conversely, 
the depreciation of the dollar from Cita- 
tion to Nashua — same number of races 
and look at the difference in purses. 

Nashua has started 24 times. He has 
won 19 times, being second three times, 
third once, and fifth once. The top weight 
he carried was 129 pounds. His longest 
race was the Jockey Club Gold Cup at 
two miles which he won as a three-year- 


old under 119 pounds. Citation started 
45 times in four years of racing (he ran 
at 2, 3, 5, and 6 years of age, but not as 
a four-year-old). He won 32 races, was 
second 10 times, third twice, and out of 
the money once. His longest race was 
also the Jockey Club Gold Cup which 
he won under 117 pounds. The top 
weight Citation carried was 132 pounds. 
Now let’s compare them both with the 
record of Exterminator. He ran 100 
times (including one race against time). 
He got 50 wins, seventeen second, seven- 
teen third, and was unplaced sixteen 
times. He ran at the ages of 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 8, and 9. He carried 130 pounds or 
over in 35 of his starts, the highest be- 
ing 140 pounds. The longest distance 
he ran was 2% miles which he did seven 
times, winning five. Exterminator’s to- 
tal earnings were $252,996. Some of the 
purses he got were almost laughable. 
For winning the Kentucky Derby in 1918, 
this wonderful gelding got $14,700. For 
winning the Pimlico Autumn Handicap 
the same year, he got $3,650. In 1919, 
Exterminator got $5,600 for winning 
the Saratoga Cup, $2,615 for winning the 
Ben Ali Handicap, and $3,450 for taking 
first in the Pimlico Cup Handicap. The 
largest purse he ever won was $15,725 
for a one-length win in the Independence 
Handicap at Latonia on July 4, 1921. He 
ran all over the country and in Canada 
and Mexico as well. He was quite a horse. 
— R. J. Clark 


Calumet at Garden State 

Sometime if you happen to be up very 
very late or if you happen to be an early 
riser and if you are in the vicinity of 
Garden State Park in the tender hours 
of the day, you ought to drop in and 
watch the Calumet horses work. Aside 
from seeing some good horses, you will 
see the famous devil’s red and blue of 
Calumet Farm all over the place. 

When Messrs. Ben H. and H. A. Jones 
send their animals out in the morning, 
each horse is as carefully groomed as if 
he were going to race and atop each is 
a rider in the Calumet colors. Although 
some people have been so small as to 
suggest that the Messrs. Jones are show- 
ing off (as if the records of the Joneses 
and Calumet need any showing off), this 
business of working horses under colors 
has a dual purpose, both aspects of 
which are quite functional. 

Some 25 or 30 years ago, the Joneses 
were racing under the name (strangely 
enough) of the Jones Stock Farm. When 
they would send a set of horses out to 
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work in the morning, they would lose 
track of some of their charges and half 
the animals would be through working 
and on their way back to the barn with- 
out ever having been subjected to their 
trainers’ scrutiny. It isn’t too difficult 
to lose track of half a group of seven- 
teen or so horses when there are a hun- 
dred out there on a gray morning, as 
you well know. 

To overcome this difficulty, the Jones- 
es, who have never been suspected of 
lacking ingenuity, sent their horses out 
under colors. It worked so well that 
they have been doing it ever since. This 
scheme has received the ultimate in 
praise from other horsemen: they have 
copied the idea. Tommy Heard, who 
maintains a large public stable at Garden 
State, has all his employees wear the 
orange and black colors registered in 
his name. 

The other function of working the Cal- 
umet horses under colors is that the 
boys who wear those colors quite natur- 
ally have a sense of pride in the famous 
silks they wear. This pride is reflected 
in their whole attitude toward their jobs. 
The horses are better groomed, the sta- 
ble area is cleaner, and there is no slop- 
piness on the job. 

It must work too. All you have to do is 
look at the record of Plain Ben and Jim- 
mie Jones. They don’t have harebrained 
ideas or ideas which don’t work. That’s 
why they stay at the top of the heap. 

You ought to watch the Calumets work 
some morning. It’s quite a sight.

The most interesting feature of these 
Hunter Trials was the reaction of 120 
good average hunting horses to an Olym- 
pic-type cross-country course. The course 
was described as modified, which in fact 
meant only that the top rail in three 
post-and-rail fences was movable, that 
one post-and-rail and two open ditches 

were eliminated, that the distance was 
shortened, and the timber in front of the 
splash was lowered six inches. 

Apart from these modifications, it was 
the Olympic Trials course, and the ma- 
jority of the hunting horses gave a most 
creditable account of themselves over it. 
Unlike the Olympic horses, these were 
not specially trained, yet most of them 
took the unusual obstacles as part of a 
day’s hunting.

Irish Tourist Board Gives 
100 Pounds to Ward Hunt 
For Purchase of Stags

As as result of representations made 
by the Committee of the Ward Union 
Staghounds Hunt to the Irish Tourist 
Board, the Board intends to make a grant 
of 100 pounds towards the purchase of 
new stags. 

The Hunt feels that the present herd 
of deer is becoming too in-bred, and as 
a result, are not running well. Although 
there have been many outstanding hunts 
this season, generally speaking the en- 
tire herd seems to need a freshening-up 
by the introduction of new blood. 

Since a day with the Wards is invari- 
ably a “must” with all overseas hunting 
visitors, especially Americans, the Hunt 
Committee felt justified in approaching 
the Board, because of the value of the 
Ward Union Staghounds as an incompar- 
able tourist attraction. 

The pace of the Wards is proverbial, 
as indeed are the big open ditches .. . 
but with a local horse that knows his 
job, they present little difficulty . . . and 
both have helped to make this Hunt one 
of the best known in the world! 

For over a century these hounds have 
provided runs which have almost become 
legendary at firesides on the other side 
of the earth! For many years the herd 
has been kept at Slane Castle, the home 
of the Earl of Mount Charles, and during 
the hunting season (October to April),

stags and 
hinds are brought to the special deer 
enclosure near the kennels at Ashbourne, 
where they are hand-fed on oats, hay and 


a number of “warrantable” 


roots. At the end of the hunting season 
they are returned to the deer park at 
Slane Castle, as the Ward hounds do 
not kill their stag at the end of a hunt. 
He is captured and taken home in the 
special deer-cart. 

But all hunted stags are not captured. 
Many show a clean pair of heels re- 
peatedly to hounds and horses, and re- 
main “outliers”. Most stags when re- 
leased, take the same line of country 
that they ran on their first hunt. So true 
is this that several of them were named 
after the localities they preferred. “Flat- 
house” and “Miss Dunsany”, to name but 
a few, were perhaps the most famous 
stag and hind in the whole century’s 
history of the Ward Hunt. Times with- 
out number, they completely outpaced 
hounds and horses. They scorned cap- 
ture, and, I think, both died of old age 
eventually! 

The new stags are likely to come from 
the fine herd of red deer owned by 
Messrs, Lucas, The Worham Stud, Sus- 
sex, England. This herd has been in- 
spected and approved by representatives 
of the Ward Union Hunt. In view of 
foot-and-mouth risks, the stags will have 
to undergo a six-months’ quarrantine be- 
fore being released at Slane Castle. 
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FOX HUNTING CAR FOLLOWERS 

During the past season the Master of 
the Cotley Harriers has had the Hunt 
Secretary distribute this leaflet to the 
drivers of cars which arrive at the meet 
with the intention of following hounds. 

Cotley Harriers 

Last season I received many com- 
plaints, some I know quite justified, a- 
bout roads being blocked by cars follow- 
ing these hounds. Annoyance of this 
kind causes ill-feeling to hunting in gen- 
eral and the Cotley in particular, and is 
so easily avoided. 

I am always pleased to see cars out 
following hounds, but must ask drivers 
to help me by making sure that no road 
or lane is blocked for other road users 
by thoughtlessness on the part of hunt- 
ing people, the good manners of whom 
are traditional.

Please help me by making sure there 
is ample room for other vehicles to pass 
before parking. 

Mr. Eames comments on this leaflet 
as follows: 

“As you will appreciate this was aimed 
at reminding car followers more of the 
‘rules of the road’ than the rules of fox- 
hunting! We are pleased to see some 
cars out hunting as they are among our 
keenest supporters — financially and 
otherwise — but even forty or fifty, and 
we often get more, can cause annoyance 
to other road users and seem rather a 
crowd in the narrow Devon lanes. They 
do not ‘head’ foxes much in this hilly 
country as, instead of driving madly on, 
they are more inclined to find a natural 
‘grand stand’ on some hill and watch 
the hounds from there. As you probably 
know the Cotley are white — or nearly 
so — in color and can therefore be easily 
seen from a fair distance.”

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How Renewable Are Our Wildlife Resources? 
Rock Springs High School, Wyoming

(National Wildlife Federation winning essay for 1956) 


When the colonists reached America, 
there was perhaps a richer supply of 
wildlife here than anywhere else in the 
world. On the plains grazed antelope 
and bison; in the forests dwelt deer, 
wapati, and numerous game birds; in the 
lofty mountain ranges were mountain 
sheep, mountain goats, and bald and 
golden eagles; in the marshes and wet- 
lands lived fish, water-fowl, and fur- 
bearing animals. 

In sharp contrast, however, by 1933 
the supply of wild fowl has been so ap- 
pallingly reduced that it appeared the 
wild fowl population would be extinct 
in a few years. Similar seemed the fates 
of other animals. Carelessness on the 
part of man resulted in the severe de- 
pletion of our wildlife resources. Exces- 
sive trapping and hunting, drought, and 
destruction of wildlife habitats account- 
ed for the reduction of the wildlife popu- 
lation. 

Many a fortune was amassed in the 
fur trade, but in the process the fur- 
bearing population of many areas was 
practically wiped out. In the days when 
the important men of the community 
wore stovepipe hats of beaver furs, the 
beaver population was almost depleted. 
Through ignorance the public acquired 
the mistaken idea that all swamps, 
marshes, sloughs, bayous, and other wet- 
lands constitute nuisance areas that ne- 
cessitate drainage. Of our wildlife re- 
sources, fish, waterfowl and many fur- 
bearing animals all require a wetland 
environment. The aquatic fur-bearing 
animals — beaver, mink, muskrat and 
otter depend on wetlands for homes, 
while the terrestrial fur-bearing animals 

- oppossum, skunk, fox and weasel — 
depend on these marshlands for food. 
Thus, it is obvious that the draining of 
these wetlands destroys a most important 
habitat of wildlife. The unwise destruc- 
tion of forest areas has also destroyed 
the habitats of many woodland animals. 
Stream pollution resulting mainly from 
industrial wastes has reduced the fish 
population. 

Now rehabilitation of wetlands has 
been inaugurated. In many districts 
ditches have been plugged, and small 
dams have been constructed to stabilize 
water levels. The contruction of thou- 
sands of water-holding devices has re- 
stored former marshlands and their wild- 
life populations. Marshland restoration 
in one 800-acre area in the state of New 
York where twenty-nine muskrats had 
been trapped in 1941, resulted in the 


trapping of over 4,000 in 1948. 

Revision of state game laws together 
with conservation practices have given 
wildlife protection such as has never be- 
fore been seen. Across the nation areas 
have been set aside which provide for 


the encouragement and protection of the 
wildlife population. In national parks 
and game refuges, big game and other 
wildlife, including the near - extinct 
whooping cranes and trumpeter swans, 
are protected and promise an increase in 
numbers. 

Under the wildlife conservation pro- 
gram migratory bird refuges have been 
constructed in order to protect breeding 
grounds and to provide resting areas 
along migratory bird airlines. More than 
a beginning has been made to restore 
our greatly depleted wildlife resources. 

Many states are attempting to restock 
with animals that have long been banish- 
ed from their boundaries. Pennsylvania 
began to restock its beaver population 
in 1917, and by 1934 the population was 
estimated to be well over 15,000. Like- 
wise, Maryland and Virginia have been 
quite successful in reestablishing the 
wild turkeys within their boundaries. 
Tis story of the wild turkey is one of the 
brightest pages in the history of conser- 
vation. 

Scientists are constantly endeavouring 
to uncover many facts about wildlife 
which are unknown to us. Universities, 
state game departments, and other or- 
ganizations are engaged in various types 
of wildlife research. For example, at 
the opening of the twentieth century 
the wood duck, a bird which is native 
only to America, faced possible extinc- 
tion. The hunter’s shotgun and the 
woodsman’s axe pictured a dark future 
for this beautiful bird. Due to continuous 
protection and scientific research, it is 
yet living. To solve the housing situa- 
tion a group of men conducted a series 
of experiments which might determine 
a suitable artificial domicile for the wood 
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duck. Their efforts were successful; the 
wood duck is no longer faced with the 
problem of finding a suitable home. 


Fortunately, soil conservation is bound 
so closely to wildlife conservation that 
any measures taken to control erosion — 
planting new trees, reflooding drained 
marshlands, and building dams and res- 
ervoirs — encourage wildlife. Equally 
important is the education program. Lec- 
tures, movies, and printed material serve 
to spread the ideas of conservation to the 
general public. 

History tells us that bison once roamed 
the area which is now Washington, D. C. 
The process of restoring game animals 
will not be such that bison will again 
roam Pennsylvania Avenue nor will 
Thanksgiving Day find many Americans 
eating wild turkey for dinner. Much must 
yet be done to approach adequate restor- 
ation of our wildlife resources. Never- 
theless, wildlife restoration is one of the 
most hopeful fields of conservation. 
There is the promise of a rich wildlife 
population and a well-informed public 
which will protect - valuable asset. 





Rochester (Michigan)

About the middle of April, we took 
advantage of a day off at school to make 
a trip to Dama Farm at Howell, where 
Manager Charles Kranz spent a morning 
showing the thirty Pony Club members 
his horses in training. He held up his 
work-outs until we all got there, then 
the kids saw fifty horses worked out in 
sets. Some of our younger members 
have stopped eating their breakfast food, 
e they can stay little and be exercise 
DOys. 

After the work-outs, Mr. Kranz showed 
us the mares and foals, the young horses 
and the two Thoroughbred studs he 
stands. The Poet and Bully Boy, and 
then got out a pair of horses and held an 
informal forum on conformation. This is 
the sort of thing that is very useful, 
especially to our younger members. 

When we left, we were sure Mr. Kranz 
and his boys took a nap to recover from 
the questions and commotion! 

Some of the members went on to Tom 
Dorsey’s Kay-Dee Farm at Howell to see 
his stallion Hurry-Scurry, a son of Count 
Fleet, and to admire this grand-looking 
horse.

Young Entry Letter 


“Showing in America’’ 


Dear Sir: 

I have just read with great interest, 
Mrs. Bullen’s article, “Showing in Ameri- 
a in the April 27 issue of The Chroni- 
cle. 

Mrs. Bullen seems rather surprised at 
some of our rules, which are made up by 
the American Horse Shows Association 
to which all the larger shows belong, and 
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not, as Mrs. Bullen says, the American 
Saddle Horse Association, which could 
not possibly govern hunter ponies. 

In our Corinthian classes, these rules 
must be adhered to, whether we like it 
or not, or we know we will be set down. 
I might also say here that webbing girths 
are quite correct, where string girths 
would not be, as Mrs. Bullen states, al- 
though leather girths are preferable to 
either. 

It would seem to me a surprising over- 
sight on the part of an exhibitor to fly 
three ponies 3,000 miles to compete and 
then neglect to acquaint themselves with 
the rules of the country. It is almost as 
bad as going to a pony show and forget- 
ting the pony! 

In this country we are quite accus- 
tomed to start showing at 8 a. m. to an 
empty house or grandstand. However, 
we work just as hard at it, knowing that 
we are there for competition and will 
have only a small and disinterested gal- 
ery, if any. 

It is greatly to the credit of the two 
women, two of our foremost pony judg- 
es, Mrs. John J. McDonald and Mrs. Edgar 
Scott, that they would assume such a dif- 
ficult job at such an ungodly hour and 
do it as efficiently as they always have. 

I agree that our conformation stand- 
ards are very low. Twenty-five percent 
is not enough, I have been pleading this 
cause as a breeder, for many years, with- 
out avail, but I still have hope that they 
will be raised. 

Mrs. Bullen’s remarks on the Shetland 
ponies I feel are most timely and I could 
not agree with her more heartily. 

With all best wishes to English exhibi- 
tors and with a genuine hope that they 
will return, with Rule Book in hand!

The regular open events brought out 
some quality horses who gave one anoth- 
er plenty of competition. Samuel E. Ma- 
gid’s Little David looking better than 
ever in his long career and just as active 
won several blues for rider Shirleye 
Weinstein, including his specialty the 
knockdown and out. This was enough to 
give him the championship ahead of Ja- 
cob Freidus’ Red Apple, ridden by Hugh 
Gormley. 

The junior division came up with quite 
a situation when six horses were an- 
nounced as tied for the tricolor with five 
points each. As five of them, (Ronnie 
Catalano, owner of Tango had already 
gone home) were hacking it off, the 
steward disqualified Fiona Field’s owner 
ridden Penny on the basis that she was 
a pony and therefore ineligible under the 
new ruling that ponies can’t show in 
junior classes. After Fiona left the ring, 
her other horse, Glory San, with Nancy 
Rice riding was pinned champion. How- 
ever, the Fields, themselves brought it 
to the attention of the officials that even 
this was not correct. By taking away Pen- 
ny’s ribbons, including her first in the 
Olympic jumping it meant that Ronnie 
Catalano’s Tango moved up from second 
to first in the Olympic jumping and the 
resulting two points gave him the tri- 
color and Glory San the reserve. The ac- 
ceptance of the situation by the Fields 
in such a sportsmanlike way could serve 
as an example to some of the older exhi- 
bitors whose conduct in even less trying 
circumstances leaves much to be desired. 
Fiona added a second reserve to her col- 
lection when she placed behind Gail 
Porter who was champion in the horse- 
manship division.

Restoring Old Saddles 


A veteran saddler who can work mira- 
cles with old leather will take a dark, 
ugly, old saddle and turn it out in all its 
pristine blond glory. As I watched him 
one day scrubbing a saddle with brush, 
soap, clean cloths and two pans of water, 
I asked him the secret of the miracles 
he worked. “Very simple,” he said, 
“Just keep the dirt away as you go.” 


I watched very closely. As the dirt 
worked up with lather as he scrubbed on 
a strip of leather, he would take a clean 
rag dipped into clean water and wash 
the dirty lather off before starting on a 
new strip. Then the rag would be care- 
fully wrung out and rinsed clean in an- 
other pan of water, which, needless to 
say, was changed frequently. He caution- 
ed that before the leather was completely 
dry, some dressing must be well worked 
into it. Otherwise, he said, it will be

hard and can never be restored. I rec- 
ommend a mixture of beeswax, neatsfoot 
oil and tallow, or neatsfoot and castor 
oils with wool grease, or any or all of 
these oils with wood grease to make a 
paste of about the consistency of butter. 
There are a number of good commercial 
preparations on the market. The paste 
i be worked into the leather by 
and. 
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After application the leather should 
hang in the sun or in a warm room over 
night, and then should be wiped free 
from superfluous oil. If a high polish is 
desired, with use of wax polish after oil- 
ing, castor oil alone is probably best and 
should be used sparingly but evenly and 
worked well into the leather. Do not 
over use.

Departure for Stockholm 


A large crowd of relatives, friends, ad- 
mirers, reporters, T. V. cameramen and 
amateur photographers went to Donald- 
son Air Force Base at Greenville, S. C.
